No formal demonstration was 
made by foreign residents further than 
an address of welcome by a committee 
of thirteen, chosen to represent the 
alien nationalities there.

Owing to the prevalence of chol- 
era at Hioga and vicinity the original 
arrangements were changed. The party 
will come direct to Yokohama and 
Tokio. They are expected here the 
Fourth of July. Extensive preparations

of misery and destitution which pre- 
vailed in this country during the yearj 
'47 and '48, rendered remarkable by the 
failure of the potato crop, are not un- 
likely to witness a period almost as try- 
ing. A succession of bad seasons, ex- 
travagant rents, which are uot only de- 
manded, but wrenched from the unfor- 
tunate tenantry at the point of the bay- 
onet, and lowering prices on account of 
the vast increase in the importation of 
all edible commodities, have reduced 
tho condition of tho farming classes to 
a state bordering on bankruptcy, while 
the depression felt by the agricultural 
community has spread and continues to 
expand over all grades among the indus- 
trial classes. 
Dark clouds, indeed, 


hover ovur the land and in many places 
they have descended, bringing starva- 
tion and positive ruin wherever they 
have fallen. Factories are closing in 
toto, the banks refuse to advance money 
except when unexceptionable security is 
forthcoming and although some land- 
lords are returning from ten to twenty- 
five per cent of tha rents tho vast ma- 
jority must have their "pound of flesh," 
and thus there is every prospect ot t!i •> 
country dufting into a state worse ih.:u 
what decimated it in the fiMnine years 
already alluded to. Misery in its chrys- 
alis condition only has as y ?t made its 
hideous appearance in Ulster and Lein- 
ster, Irat the western portion of Munster 
and the entire province ol Counaught 
h.tve already bowed down under the aw- 
ful visitation. 


MAYO AND SUGO. 


From inquiries which I have persor- 


nlly instituted in Mayo and Siigo I can 
assert that in those countries the farming 
classes are on the threshold of the 
workhouse. Unprofitable seasons have, 
a.i I have said, led to this; but there is 
ciutributory causes and this is thfi sys- 
tem of credit which traders allowed and 
which made the population anything 
bnt thrifty; and now, that dark days 
have arrix«d, their energies are para- 
lyzed anvl'-'^fforts in any direction ap- 
pear unavailing. That districU not as 
et included in the scope on which des- 
lation has corns must in a short time 
iiel the terrible depression is certain, 
nless Providence interposes. Within 
u-elvo mouths Leinster farmers have 
md their rents increased by more than 
wenty per cent, and with fully thirty 
>pr cent of a decrease in the value of all 
iroduce their position can bu easily un- 
larstood. Ireland's oldest duke, tho 
load of the Geraldinc-s, has led the way, 
nd just as the prospect of bad times 
iad oucume assured his representatives 
et to work to increase his tout roll, the 
H'ocejs being in many many cases re- 
>eated in the short space of a dozen 
•ears. 
Agreements, commonly called 


cases, were issued only to make the 
icel of oppression the more keenly felt, 
is clauses, rendered legal by an abortive 
jund act, wsro introduced to cripple the 
enantry and oust them from any claims 
which the most stupid enactment in the 
British statute book contains. Rents 
ire still forthcoming on soaeplaces, but 
n the counties which I have named 
ibovc, Sligo and Mayo, the landlords, 
mve in many instances not a peiiuy to 
receive. Their own cruel misrule has 
urned on themselves, and by impovor- 
shing those by whon) they had to live 
they at last feel the biting of want. 


COLLECTION OF RKS1S IMPOSSIBLE. 
Not a week ago an agent informed mo 


that on tho day he appointed for collec- 
tion of rents he had not received a cent, 
nor does ho see any prospect of pay- 
ment. Monster meetings occur weekly, 
at which tho people declare that they 
are willing and would have no difficulty 
to pay fair terms for their holdings. 
Of course the landocracy hold aloof, but 
how long they can affjrd to do so re- 
mains to bn seen. In the course of one 
year 800 ejectments have been served 
in Muyo alone, so that taking the sm.il 
iiveruge of six to each family wo woulc 
have 4,800 persons iu this country alone 
houseless—cast on the wido world, with 
no other shelter in their own land save 
that afforded by the uniom. On Sun- 
day, the 20th of June, I attended a pub- 
lic meeting at Castle bar, which was pro 
moted for the purpose of culling atten- 
tion to the threatened evictions on the 
estate of Miss Crcan Lynch, and on
